2.18 per cent, the annual rate 
of increase in population from 1890 to 
1900. Dr. Carroll rates the increase in 
Roman Catholic membership as too 
high and regards the figures as those 
of the growth of several years in si 
large proportion of the dioceses. The

Episcopal church, 4 per cent. Dr. Car 
roll regards as large. It is, nest to the 
Roman Catholic, the largest growth of 
the year and was greatest in the eastern 
cities. The accessions to the Protestant 
Episcopal church were from Meiho 
dists, Presbyterians, Baptists, Cougre- 
gationalists and other denominations 
rather than from the nonchurcb pub- 
lic. 


The Disciples of Christ, whose mera 


bersbip is almost wholly in the middle 
west, has doubled its followers since 
1890. Of Christian Scientists Dr. Car 
roll says that he took his statistics 
from the mother church at Boston, 
while his figures are much less than 
gome Scientists claim. The statistician 
found twenty-two different kinds of 
Lutherans in the United States. The 
totn! Lutheran growth last year was 
30,101, much of which was ill the inde- 
pendent synods, that of Iowa alone be- 
ing 21.000, while others lost heavily 
Of his own body, the Methodists: he 
says that with a total membership of 
2,702,081 the Methodist North increas- 
ed bet 16.500. Last year, however, 
many evangelical movements, in which 
the Methodists led, were undertaken, 
aud it bas been claimed that GOO.OCO 
nevv- members were brought in. 


It is Dr. Carroll's belief that there 


nre 300.000 Mormons in or about Utah, 
and it is stated lhat 63.000 converts 
were made last year by 1.400 mission 
arics in the east Quakers lost last 
year, according to Dr. Carroll. 023 
members. It has long been known that 
Quakers in thc east, where they cling 
to old styles in dress, language and 
forms of public worship, have been 
los.ag iu numbers and influence, bet 
for many years they have been grow- 
ing in Indiana. Illinois and Iowa. Now 
'•t is shown by Dr Carroll that Quak- 
ers in the west, where they have 
adopted the progressive methods of 
other religious bodies, are losing at a 
steady rate. A fnct brought out by Dr. 
Carroll is the tenacity of religions bod- 
ies, uo- matter what the discourage- 
incut There are twelve kinds of Pres- 
byterians. In 1900 the twelfth kind 
had only one minister and a handful of 
members. Last year the minister died, 
but the handful of members are stil) 
faithful and probably will remain so. 
Thi-y call themselves Reformed Pres- 
byterians in the United States aud 
Canada.
